True, 
the brightly festooned Christmas trees, holly wreaths, 
and mistletoe make one feel gay and in step with the 
season. Everyone is filled with cheer and good will 
toward all, and the spirit of giving is in their hearts. 
However, a feeling of duty should not spoil the desire 
to give; giving should be with an open heart and not 
with any sense of burden. 

How beautiful our first rememberance of Christmas 
giving, the gift of Jesus to a waiting world.

It is uni- 
versal and particular, limited neither to country nor 
century.

As we kneel in 
church on that glorious morn of Christmas, raising our 
minds and hearts to the Author of all good and happi- 
ness, let us feel within ourselves that expression of 
good-will, the spirit of Christmas, that sparkling, in- 
tangible joy which glistens, bright and radiant on the 
furrowed face of Time. 



A SUGGESTION 

“Are the bulletin boards the victims of the depres- 
sion, or are they suffering from some ailment?” This 
question was recently asked by a frequent visitor to 
St. Teresa. Our observer remarked that in previous 
years her visits had always been made interesting by 
attractive displays in each hall. 

St. Teresa has been noted for her bulletin board ex- 
hibits; her students have won honors in this field in 
many interschool contests. It is true that this year the 
boards are not on a par with those of other years. 
They seem to have taken spurts during which they were 
fairly well filled, but after which they fell back into a 
slump. This is totally unnecessary, for, if students who 
are able, especially those artistically inclined, would 
lend their support, there would be more than a suffi- 
cient amount of material. Contributions may consist of 
a poster, a diagram, a clever cartoon, a clipping, or an 
original composition. The topics may relate to religion, 
English, history, athletics, or any subject associated 
with school life. Attractive features on the bulletin 
boards stimulate interest. Elaborateness is not requis- 
ite. A simple announcement of a few words attrac- 
tively arranged and illustrated is more successful in 
putting over a point than are three pages of dull read- 
ing matter. 

In order to make an enterprise of this kind worth 
while, it is the duty of each student to look at the 
board and to take the time to read new announce- 
ments. She owes at least this much to herself as well 
as to those who arrange the material. 

At the present time last year’s posters and this 
week’s lost and found signs reign supreme. The fault 
evidently lies in the fact that class committees have 
not been appointed as they were in former years. As a 
result a general rivalry has not been aroused. The prob- 
lem may be solved by the appointment of active com- 
mittees who would provide for future contributions of 
genuine educational value. 



BEHIND THE BAZAAR 

Now that the Bazaar can be looked upon as past 
history, after pending so long as a future event, what 
a paeon of thanksgiving rises from the very hearts of 
all who were concerned with it! That number includes 
every student who contributed toward its success, every 
friend of St. Teresa whose reliable assistance backed 
the movement, every person who attended and dis- 
played a very generous spirit. First and foremost, the 
financial success of the Bazaar was the direct result of 
the generosity of these people who freely gave time 
and money that an overwhelming success might be 
assured. In every sense of the word, success was 
achieved. 

It has been a long time since St. Teresa has attempt- 
ed so ambitious a program upon which so much de- 
pended. In order that an idea could be formed before- 
hand of what the Bazaar would accomplish, certain 
all-important factors had to be relied upon implicitly. 
Some of these had to do with financial success, some 
with the execution of carefully laid plans. Most im- 
portant was the question of whether or not the stud- 
ents would realize the full import of the undertaking 
and put whole-hearted energy into the work. The re- 
sponse that came to that appeal, not from individuals 
but from a harmonious and enthusiastic whole, was lit- 
tle less than marvelous. The student body needed only 
to realize that upon them, more than upon any other 
one thing, depended the outcome, success or failure. 
That oft quoted ideal, “school spirit,” was put to a 
practical, and highly successful test. Future essay and 
editorial writers on the subject have evidence that when 
St. Teresa asked for cooperation, not one college or 
academy girl refused.

“SING TO THE SUN” 

Lucille Papin Borden 

(The MacMillan Co., New York, 1933, 
$ 2 . 00 ) 

Those who have read “Silver Trum- 
pet Calling” or “The Gates of Olivet,” 
will surely welcome, as did I, this new 
book, “Sing to the Sun,” by Lucille 
Borden. Her first books were prin- 
cipally novels with an historic back- 
ground, although the novel only served 
as an excuse to portray the true Rus- 
sian problem in “Silver Trumpets 
Calling.” 

“Sing to the Sun” is an enlightened 
life of the great Saint Francis of As- 
sisi, told in a delightfully intimate 
manner. The age of greatest afflic- 
tion for the church was the twelfth 
century, so it seems fitting that it 
should be during this century that 
Francis began his life in the thriving 
town of Assisi, nestled among the 
Umbrian hills. 

Francesco Bernadane was the son 
of Pietro, a prosperous merchant, and 
of Donna Pica, a pious woman. While 
a child, Francesco’s aim was to be a 
soldier, and, as he was always gay 
and merry, he was a great favorite 
among his companions. Although 
friendly with them all, he preferred 
Adriano Gurlandio above all the rest. 
Adriano says, that, although openly 
gay and carefree, Francesco often fled 
to his cave on Monte Subasii where he 
spent his moments of sadness and 
penance. 

Romance is brought into the book 
in two types — the earthly and the di- 
vine. Adriano finds earthly romance 
when he marries Vittoria Ziani, and 
Francesco finds heavenly romance 
when he weds “Lady Poverty.” The 
townspeople thought their gay Fran- 
cesco mad when he gave up his life 
of ease to become a hermit, but never- 
theless he lives the secluded life of 
a mendicant, singing to his God. 

In a most sympathetic manner, Mrs. 
Borden pictures the Saint’s work 
among the poor, and his influence 
over Adriano’s wife who scoffs at the 
true faith. 

The title is derived from one of 
Francesco’s own sayings: “I sing to 
the sun, not to it, but to Him who 
made it. My song is a song to the 
Son.”

“IDA ELIZABETH” 

Sigrid Undset 
(Knopf Co., 1933, $2.50) 

The Catholic Book Club in its Octo- 
ber report gives favorable mention to 
Sigrid Undset’s latest book, “Ida 
Elizabeth.” Sigrid Undset, a recent 
convert to the Catholic Church is noted 
for her epic tales of Norway and 
Sweden, and for her vivid portrayal 
of the inhabitants of those countries. 
Although lacking the power of her 
usual epic tale of medieval Norway, 
“Ida Elizabeth” still manages to be 
much finer than ordinary works of 
fiction. 

“The Wild Orchid” and the “Burn- 
ing Bush,” Undset’s last two books, 
relate the story of a man groping 
into the clearer certainties of faith. 
Unlike these two, “Ida Elizabeth” 
deals with the problem of a woman, 
a normal woman possessed of the 
natural virtues of courage and forti- 
tude. Because of her lack of religion 
she is forced to rely, in times of stress 
and conflict, on her own natural vir- 
tues. Clearly and entertainingly Miss 
Undset relates the way in which Ida 
Elizabeth solves the problems of her 
life. Being a masterly thinker and 
possessed of the penetrating gift for 
portraying dramatic characters, she is 
well able to handle “Ida Elizabeth.”
